' Progress in Elba Is Not inevitable—It Has to Be Pushed 


Realizing that progress is not inevit- 
able, the civic-minded businessmen have 
formed a Chamber of Commerce. Under 
Dozier Roberts and the board of directors 
slow but steady stpes are being taken to put 
Hlba into a competitive position in the race 
for new industries, December 5 the New 
Industries Committee headed by Dr. Bryan 
Taylor will meet with the State Planning. 
Board to set vp a survey that will deter- 
mine just what the town has to offer an 
industry. When this is completed, Dr. Tay- 
lor and his committee will start the long, 
tedious search for a new plant. 

In the meantime, Dozier Roberts, La- 
mar Rainer Jr., Robert Cannon, John Tay- 
lor, Flournoy Whitman and others have 
concentrated on getting an airport for Elba. 
They have carried the project as far as they 
can by securing CAA approval for three 
sites around town. 

City officials have many worth- 
while places to put tax money and 
might be re!uctant to spend funds on 
this project: although it is a real bargain 
for the municipality. Anyone in favor of 
the airport should stop the mayor and 
councilmen on the street and ask them 
what progress has been made on get- 
ting the land. 

If an individual is not sold on the pro- 
ject, he owes it to himself to travel to En- 
terprise to see what our sister city is doing 
along this line. The enthusiasm with which 
city officials there are tackling the same 
undertaking should convince those who are 
not sold on the idea, Mayor N. W. Brown 
of finterprise will point out the advantages 
of a landing strip for a small city near Camp 
2ucker while Ben Byrd Henderson, presi- 
dent of Enterprise Banking Company, will 
tel] why it is a sound business proposition 
for a town. 

The mayor and councilmen in Elba 
need to know that persons other than the 
Board of Directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce are in favor of the airport. It is up to 
the people in town to tell them to take ad- 
vantage of this opportunity. 

An airport for Elba at the bargain price 
offered through the CAA is progress, but 
progress is not inevitable. Make sure Elba 
takes this step forward by telling the Mayor 
and council you favor the project.

i for the presixlency. 

In 1915, at a special election, 
Judge Carnley was elected a 
member of the Alabama Legis- 
lature and re-elected in 1918.
